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UNION SCHOOLS. 

The desire for the advancement of educa- 
tion cannot be otherwise than indicative not 
only of the true loyalty but the deep affec 
tion of the legislative assembly of the Terri- 
itories towards the various constituents of 
each electoral district, It is patent to all 
that they had the present Interest and future 
welfare of the Territories in their mind’s eye, 
by a careful reading and study of the school 
ordinance. They have made provision for 
the formation not only of public but also of 
high schools or as they are termed. by the 
ordinance “Union Schools.” When, by a 
careful and skilful diagnosis of the average 
attendance and success of the scholars of a 
public school, it is shown that the condition 
and requirements call for and demand a 
union school, when che time: has come that 
such would be expedient and advantageous, 
then it is the duty of the press and the peo- 
ple to agitate and secure such for the privi 
lege and benefit of «11 concerned, Such a 
diagnosis bas been made. We are upon the 
eve of such a time, The school ordinance 
reads thus, vide section 177 of the Revised 
ordinances of N.W. T. ‘*To schovis in which 
the daily averaye attendance is not less than 
sixty pupils, when not less than three teach- 
ers are employed, and wher not less than fif- 
teen children of resident ratepayers have 
passed the examination prescribed by the 
board of education for entrance to the high 
school branch of such schoolsja grant of $850 
in addition to the grant to which the school 
is otherwise entitled, may be made annualls 
to such school for a high school teacher, 
provided the certificates held by such teacher 
are approved by the board of education.” 
The first clause of section 177 is and has been 
fulfilled. We have an average attendance of 
over sixty children of resident ratepayers, 
The second clause calls for the employment 
of not less than three teachers, Although 
we have only two teachers at present, itis 
only a matter of a short tlme until it will be 

necessary and expedient to procure such 
other teacher The third claure provides 
that not less than fifteen pupils shall have 
passed the examination prescribed by the 
board of education for entrance to the high 
school branch of such school. This require 
ment has slso been complied with as there 
are twenty pupils who have already passed 
such examination, Thus the reader can see 
and understand the case. The opportunity 
has come and misuse is as bad as abuse 
Now in these ‘union schools” all the higher 
branches to university life are taught and 
here is laid the broad foundations of a liberal 
education. These higher branches cannot 
be taught under the present system and 
economy. It may be contended that it 
would be a further and useless attempt to 
endeavor to obtain the services of a suitable 
and efficient teacher, who at the same time 
ie agraduate iv arts. But the writer is 
certain that many a teacher of the desired 
and requisite qualifications could be secured 
The writer is cognizant of the fact thata 
professor of mathematics of an eastern unl 
versity, has written and offered his servic: 8 re 
the matter of the establishment and equip- | 
ment of a system of bigher education. It 
may also be contended that very few would 
teke advantage of the opportunity = 


afforded to study these higher branche. 
But this is no reason why opportunities 
should not be afforded to all and any who 
may desire and require such. In case any 
young man wished to matriculate in diviniry, 
law, arte, or medicine, such would be impos 

ble without the training and instruction of said 
union schools, Agaiu it may be contended 
that the time has not yet come in a young 
community such as ours is at present for th« 
establishment and development of such ao 
school. But then it must be born in mind 
that ai! things must have have a beginning 

and well begun ishalfdone. There is no reason 


why the young men of this district should 
be debvarred from the advantages and facili- 
ties of a more advanced and liberal education 
than that accorded by the public school. 
The Right Reverend The Bishop of Saskat- 
chewan in an address which he delivered, 
upon. visitation of our “school said; ‘*The 
time has come for a union school and inas- 
much as all the conditions and requirements 
have been fulfilled, you ought to have one in 
the interest of children and homes.” Tne 
time has come, shall the Rubicon be crossed. 
Ought$ it to be; is there an eternal oughtness 
as well as fitness in this matter? We think so. 
The children of resident ratepayers need such. 
The successful candidates need such. Shall 
these be denied the rights and privileges 
which accrue to them, through our indiffer- 
ence and ignorance? We say most assuredly 
not. It has been said that every man is his 
own ancestor aid heir, inasmuch as he 
devises his future and inherits his past 
Therefore letthe future be so devised that 
in the years to come there may not be re- 
gretful inheritors of a mis-spent past. Let 
the ratepayers see toit that the environ- 
ments of children be such that it will be con- 
duciye to their mental development and pro- 
gress.

The French political journals are bring- 
ing their utmost pressure to bear upon the

The London Standard in along 
leader on the subject, declares that the 
French tariff und McKinlay bill have plung- 
ed the civilized world into an inevitable war, 
and predicts that the cntire continent will 
retaliate sooner or later in a way that will 
convince the high protectionists of the fatal 
gravity of their error, 


The British minister at Belgrade has sent 
in a voluminous book, illustaating the possi- 
ble advantage to be derived from an exten 
sion of British trade with Scrvia. He declares 
that Servia can supply pretty nearly every- 
thing in the line of foop products now obtain- 
ed from the United States, and thatit would 
be a good way to retaliate for the McKinlay 
turiff to obtain such commodities fiom the 
Servians instead of the Americans. The 
newspapers have taken up the matter and 
are urging the English merchants to adopt 
the sugyestion. 

According to a Washington dispatch, Unit- 
cd States farmers who had expected a@ raising 
price of their products in consequenee of the 
McKinly bill which was in a great measure 
formed in their interests, are beginning to 
be disappointed, and are asking why queta- 
tions show there have been no advanee in 
the prices of corn, pork, flour, sugar or corn- 
meal, and there has been decrease of 10 cents 
a bushel in the price of potatoes since the 
bill passed with a slight increase in butter, 

The State department officers say the 
published statement that the Behring Sea 
question has been submitted to arbitration 
is untrue, asthe arbitrators have not yet 
been selected, Correspondence is still pass- 
ing between the United States and Great 
Bri‘an on the subject, and a conclusion is 
not yet ip sight.
